BALDWIN. N 1 1 
The Singular Statement Which He Made te 
His Father—Dying from Morphine, 
' White No One Thought of ‘It.

At the meeting of veterans last night 
the attendance and the tenor of the 
speeches showed that public interest in 
this matter is growing stronger, and the 
comment of the press makes it plain 
that the people are almost unanimously 
in favor of this noble charity. 

This is emphatically Georgia's oppor- 
tunity. Ours is the only southern state, 
with the exception of Kentucky, that 
has not provided a shelter for her help- 
less soldiers in their old age. Unlike 
other states, she will not be asked to 
build a home at her own expense. All 
that she has to do is to accept the gift 
that is tendered and pay its running ex- 
penses twenty-five years, and then retain 
the ownership of a valuable property 
worth at least double the amount ex- 
pended on it for the support of the in- 
mates of the home. 

It is a royal offer, and speaks well 
for the golden hearts back of it! If the 
offer is refused, what reason can be 
given? To refuse to take care of our 
veteran defenders when they need help, 
and when we shall be doubly compen- 
sated, is something not to be thought of 
for a moment. 

Do you recollect Henry Grady’s graphic 
picture of a blind Belisarius receiving 
alms in his old age from strangers? 
The bare possibility ef such a fate for 
Georgia’s old heroes caused him during 
the last year of his life to throw all of 
his energy into the work of providing a 
home for them. 

Fortunately, the movement now is in 
satisfactory shape.

Then occurred for several days a succes- 
sion of alternately exciting and humorous 
incidents, The governor made a speech 
that was heard in sullen silence, and then 
went elsewhere to attend to his official busi- 
ness. In the meantime the soldiers, young 
fellows from Chattanooga and Knoxville, 
were by no means spoiling for a fight. They 


were something over one hundred in num- 


ber, and the miners opposed to them were 
six or eight hundred strong, armed 
with Winchesters and revolvers. Clearly, 
the troops could not fight against such odds. 
Then, the soldiers were without tents, 
blankets, camp equipage, and their rations 
were insufficient. : 

In a very short time the miners made it 
understood that they would shed no blood, 
but would remain on the spot, and after the 
departure of the militia proceeded to carry 
out their plans. Under no circumstances 
would they allow free white miners to be 
discharged to make room for leased con- 
viets. 

The soldiers in a few days got these ideas 
into their heads, and finally came to the 
conclusion that the miners were in the right. 
Having reached this point, fighting was out 
of the question. The result is graphically 
told in our news columns. Without a bat- 
tle, or even a skirmish, the state troops sur- 
rendered, and allowed themselves to be 
shipped with the convicts and their guards 
to Knoxville,leaving the brave mountaineers 
in possession of the bloodless field! 

We do not look for anything serious to 
follow. It seems to be generally agreed in 
Tennessee that the governor transcended his 
authority in calling out the soldiers, and 
public opinion is strongly on the side of the 
miners that the newspapers are calling for 
the annulment of the convict leases. In 
the light of these facts, and with the humor- 
ous aspects of the situation tickling the 
public into a broad grin, it would be useless 
at this late day tosend the military back to 
the mines. Let us have peace“ will be the 
prevailing sentiment. 


The Lords of the Treasury Speak. 

Mr. Edwards Atkinson’s letter on silver, 
which we printed yesterday, is more interest- 
ing perhaps than he intended itto be. He 
describes and confesses to the very situation 
against which the people are protesting— 
the very situation which is the cause of the 
unrest and discontent at the bottom of the 
farmers’ movement—and he makes the mat- 
ter so clear that nobody can misunderstand 
his meaning. Hedoesnot mince matters, 
but presents the situation just as it is. 

In commenting on his letter yesterday, 
we alluded to his threat that if the people of 
the south and southwest insisted on voting 
for the free coinage of silver, the money 
barons of the north and east would put on the 
screws of a financial boycott. In fact, we are 
informed by Mr. Atkinson that the boycott 
is practically on, and he warns us that this 
section need expect no more financial aid 
from the northern: and eastern lords of the 
treasury. 

This is both interesting and important. 
Unintentionally Mr. Atkinson ‘shows that 
the financial situation is even worse than 
the people have declared it to be—that the 
condition of affairs is such as to enable com- 
paratively a few capitalists in the north and 
east to shut off the money supplies and 
practically put an end to the prosperity and 
the industrial developement of the south and 
west, More than this, Mr. Atkinson shows 
that the northern and eastern capitalists not 
only have the power to shut off the financial 
supplies, but that they purpose todo so if 
the people manifest a purpose to interfere 
with the profits wrung fromthe public by 
means of the gold standard. This is the 
situation as Mr. Atkinson describes it, and 
he gives it even a more sinister aspect than 
the most outspoken of those who are work- 
ing in behalf of reform. 

Our readers cannot mistake the meaning 
of the threat conveyed by our distinguished 
correspondent, and they need not doubt the 
accuracy of the information which he so 
delicately conveys. Mr. Atkinson speaks by 
the card. He is the confidential adviser of 
a great many of the eastern money barons, 
and he knows their purposes. By means of 


the vicious financial and class legislation 


with which the republican party has 
favored their interests, the money 
barons of the north and east have 
indeed secured almost unlimited power. 
This they have used without let or hin- 
drance for many years in increasing their 
profits and building up their colossal fort- 
unes. They have exercised this power

money barons and millionaires of the north 
and east, through their agent and spokes-. 
man, Mr. Atkinson, announce that they. 
propose to inaugurate a financial boycott 
which will have the effect of keeping capital 
out of the south and southwest. 

The point of this threat lies in the fact 
that the money barons and the millionaires 
have the power to carry it out; and the very 
fact that they have this power, which is un- 
usual and abnormal, lies at the bottom of 
the movement on the part of the people for 
the free coinage of silver and a sweeping 
financial reform. 

The republican legislation which has been 
the means of making the money barons of 
the east the lords of the treasury, thus giv- 
ing them the power to squeeze the people by 
withholding from them the money necessary 
to the business and industrial prosperity of 
the country, must be abolished, and the peo- 
ple are moving in that direction with a unani- 
mity and anjenthusiasm that have not been 
seen in this country in many a long day, 
and such threats as that which Mr. Atkin- 
son makes will not serve to lessen their 
zeal. 

The threat ef a financial boycott throws a 
vivid side light on the situation. The peo- 
ple are not only suffering from the results of 
a currency famine—the volume of money in 
the country being totally inadequate to carry 
on the ordinary business of the country, to 
say nothing of the demands growing out of the 
extraordinary industrial development of the 
south—but they are suffering from the re- 
sults of a financial. system which congests 
most of the available currency in the centers 
where it is controlled by the northern and 
eastern lords of the treasury.

The Two-Cent . 

A prominent railroad official is quoted by 
The Augusta Chronicle as saying that the 
two · eent rate, if established, 


would result in the bankruptey of nearly 


every railway in this state. This assertion 
is a familiar one. It was heard when the 
present railroad laws were passed, and it 
was heard again when the three-cent passen- | 
ger rate was adopted by the commission. | 
As an argument against the two-cent rate it 
is not worth ering, since the rate has 
already been ‘tried in Georgia and has been 
found to increase travel to a more profitable 


cent rate. . 


As a matter or fact, the two-cent rate | 


would only put the people of Georgia on a 
level, so far as fare is concerned, with people 
from a distance who travel on the roads in 
this state. Let us explain. From January 
ist to July 15, 1891, the Southern Passenger 
Association has issued eighty-two circulars 
quoting 224 special rates of 2 cents a mile to 
various socicties and other organizations. 
These do not include picnic excursions and 
other local reductions over the various roads, 
which would more than quadruple in num- 
ber the reductions already mentioned, 

In the 224 special rates of 2 cents a mile 
there were a number of permits for 1 cent a 
mile, and, in some instances, 14 cents a 
mile. Some of the circulars were for fift 
people, and others for one thousand to 


one thousand five hundred. One of them, | 


authorizing summer excursion rates, 
allows anybody or everybody who wishes to 
make a trip for pleasure or health to moun- 
tain or seaside resorts, to go and return for 
2centsa mile. This rate is in force every 
day from the Ist of June to the last day of 
October. 

Naturally it will be said that this is a very 


good thing, and it is, but it must be borne 


in mind that the farmer, merchant or other 
citizen who goes on business from one 
station to another, and rides in the same car 
and sometimes in the same seat with the 
passenger bound for the pleasure resort, is 
compelled to pay 3 centsa mile. It costs 
no more to haul him—nay, it doesn’t cost as 
much, and yet the man of business is made 
to pay 3 cents a mile while the pleasure- 
seeker pays only 2 cents. 

These summer excursion rates are quickly 
followed by the rates for winter tourists, 
which last from the middle of October to 


the Ist of May, and which allow the citizens. 


of the northern and eastern states to ride 
over the Geurgia roads for 2 cents a mile, 
while the citizens of the state, traveling in 
the state, are compelled to pay 3 centsa 
mile.

GOSSIP IN ‘THE STATE. 


All the arrangements for the river and harbor 
conference, which occurs at Savannah today, 
have been perfected, and all that is now neces- 
sary is the meeting of the men who are to devise 
means by which to secure an adequate appropri- 
ation from congress to give Savannah deeper 
water to the sea. General Alexander is reported 
by a local newspaper as saying that several years 
ago General Casey, chief engineer of the army, 
the re- 
sult of which was that he has ever since ad- 
vocated the deep water scheme. The chief engi- 
neer, General Alexander said, will render all as- 
sistance and influence in his power to get con- 
gress to vote an appropriation sufficient to carry 
to completion the twenty-six foot project. An- 
other thing which General Alexander thinks 
would have great weight with congress is a re- 
quest from the Georgia legislature on the subject. 
The deepening of Savannah harbor {s not a matter 
of local importance, but one which interests the 
entire state, and he believes it would be a capital 
idea for Tuesday’s conference to request the leg- 
islature to memorialize congress on the matter.

But Mr. Boifeuillet took the floor just in the 
nick of time. He made an eloquent appeal for 
the military, throwing strong and convincing 
argument into his cause. As a result the com- 
mittee voted 11 to 6 to report the bill unfavorably 
to the house. 

Chairman Jackson will probably make his report 
to the house today. It may be that Mr. Rainey or 
Mr. Twitty, both of whom strongly supported the 
resolution in committee, may ask the house to dis- 
agree to the report. If such a motion is made it 
will doubtless 
breeze.

NAR GENERAL JUDICIARY. 


Several Important Matters Considered— The 

Action Taken. x 
Tho senate general judiciary committee had 
a long session yesterday. The first bill taken 
up was that to give the railroad commission 
jurisdiction over express and insurance com- 
panies. After a little disucssion the part of 
the bill relating to insurance companies was, 
upon suggestion of Mr. Cabaniss, the chair- 
man, stricken from the bill and the remainder 
of it relating to express companies was laid 
over until the house bill on the same subject 
was heard from. 

The bill of Mr. Smith (twenty-eighth dis- 
trict) to allow parties in court to settle without 
consent of attorneys, was reported back with a 
recommendation that it be referred to the spe- 
cial judiciary committee. 

The bill of Senator Candler applying to the 
incorporation of turnpike companies was 
ordered reported favorably. It authorizes the 
judge of the superior court to prescribe the 
grade of turnpike companies, and is intended 
to allow local corporations to turn over the 
roads to the county authorities, who may 
charge toll. It practically applies to north 


Georgia only. 


Mr. Callawas’s bill to amend the constitu- 
tion of the state, so that sessions of any legisla- 
ture shall not exceed 100 days was vigorously 
fought, but gota favorable recommendation 
by 6 votes to 4, after Mr. Candler's insistance 
that a similar law in North Carolina was 
of no account and never could be enforced. 

Senator Beck’s bill to make judgments on 
suits against railroads a paramount lien, even 
against antecedent mortgages, was laid on the 


‘table for the present, and ordered to be 


printed. Much oppositionin the committee 
was manifested, but Mr. Beck made a very 
clear and strong argument in favor of his 
proposition. 

The same senator’s very comprehensive anti- 
monopoly bill was ordered sent back, that 100 
copies might be printed, and that it be re- 
committed. 

Mr. Glenn’s bills relating to the method of 
the abolition of county courts, and that rail- 
road suits might be brought in any county 
where the railroad in question might have an 
agent, were laid on the table for further con- 
sideration on Mr. Glenn's motion.

The Armour Packing 
Company, Nelson, Morris & Co, and the At- 
lanta Beef Company had petitioned council to 
class them as Wholesale butchers” rather 
than packing houses doing a cold storage 
business, and asked that their license be not 
higher than $50 per annum.

diseussion was quite lengthy, and in the end 


the matter was referred to the tax committee. 
The Collier Property. 

A settlement has been agreed upon about 
the Collier party, over which there has been 
some controversy. 

In 1856 Judge John Collier sold to the city 
the magazine property of eight acres; it 
is the Davis street school property 
now. The city failed to record the deed, 
and the deed was lost; but a copy of 
the deed was made in a book 
kept for that purpose. In 1882 Mr. Collier 
sold some property in that section of the city 
and by mistake as to the location of the line 
sold some of the property already sold to the 
city. The mistake was not discovered for 
some time, the city in the meantime doollect- 
ing taxes from the property. 

The settlement agreed upon isin brief that 
Mr. Collier pay for the lots belonging to the 
city which he inadvertently sold, and the city 
perfect title to the purchasers. The city 
agrees to open a street, cutting these off from 
the Davis street school property. 

There has never been any litigation over 
this and the settlement is eminently satis- 
factory. 

The Oljy Scales. 

An ordinance regulating the manner in 
which the public scales should be run, the ap- 
pointment of weighers, etc., was discussed and 
referred to the ordinance committee, city 
attorney and Alderman Woodward. 

The ordinance provides that the weights 
shall be the standard for the city of Atlanta. 

Two weighers, at a salary of $40, shall 
be appointed annually by the mayor, 
subject to contirmation by two- 
thirds of the. general council. 
It shall be the duty of these weighers to weigh 
all coal, hay, straw, grain or any merchandise 
or anything that may be brought to him to be 
weighed, and shall not charge exceeding flve 
cents per half ton or ten cents per ton net 
weight. It shall also be the duty of the 
weighers to inspect all scales in the 
different coal yards in their respective 
territories, and also wagon scales, at least 


once in six months. All coal dealers, and 
owners of public wagons, shall have their 


wagons weighed by one of the city weighers, | 


at least once a week. 

Each and every person, firm, or corporation, 
engaged in the business of selling coal in 
the city of Atlanta, to be delivered in said’ 
city, shall cause to be 
to the purchaser at the time of the delivery of 
the coal purchased a eertificate duly signed by, 
a weigher appointed tinder the provision of 
this ordinance, showing plainly the weight of 
the coal so delivered. It shall be the duty of 
any police officer of the city, as 
well as the right of any other citi- 
zen, to demand of the driver of any such 
wagon his certificate of weighing. 

Mr. King offered an amendment to making 
the weighing free, the city to pay the salary of 
the weighers; also requiring all dealers to send 
with every load,the certificate of the public 
weigher, provided that this shall not apply to 
dealers more than six blocks from either 
scales. 

THE LIGHTING CONTRACT AWARDED. 

The contract for the lighting of the city for 
the next three and a half years, beginning the 
first of the present month, was awarded to the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, the same 
company that is at present lighting the city. 

The new contract calls for quite a reduction 
in price—$9,000 will be saved the city. The 
2,000-candle power arc lights are, by the new 
contract, to cost $100 per year—old price,$120. 
The price for incandescent lights, sixty-five- 
candle power, is $40 per year—old price, $48. 

The contract calls for not less than 250 arc 
and 500 incandescent lights. 

The Poor Cigarette Men. 

The following ordinance, introduced by Al- 
derman Woodard, was read and unanimously 
adopted : 

Be it Ordained by the Mayor and General 
Council: 

Section 1. That the police authorities of the 
city of Atlanta are hereby and instructed 
to most rigidly enforce and bring to trial all par- 
ties who violate the state enactment in regard to 
selling or furnishing cigarettes or cigarette mate- 
rials to minors. 

Sec. 2. That the traffic in cigarettes, or 
cigarette materials, be classified and sep- 
arated from the ordinary and legitimate modes 
of dealing in cigars and tobacco, and that the ex- 
treme limit of $200 be charged as a license to sell 
cigarettes, or cigarette materials, in the city of 
Atlanta, and that no license shall be issued for a 
longer time than three months. 

Sec. 3. That any dealer or agent keeping on 
hand for the purpose of selling, giving or furnish- 
ing cigarettes or cigarette materials that have 
been adulterated with opium, Indian hemp or any 
compound, shall, upon conviction before the re- 
corder, for each offense pay a fine of not 
less than 810 nor more than $100, or 
serve not less than thirty days upon ‘the public 
works of said city, either or both,at the discretion 
ofthe recorder; provided that nothing herein 
contained shall apply to wholesale dealers fur- 
nishing the wholesale or retail trade outside of 
Fulton county. 


Sec. 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this ordinance are hereby repealed.

THE TERRELL JURY BILL. 


225 


It Passed the Senate—How It Provides for 
Better Juries. 

The most important bill which passed the 
senate yesterday was Mr. Terrell’s bill to put 
the names of the grand jurors in each county 
in the traverse jurors’ box, so that the latter 
jury might be drawn from the entire body of 
jurors for the county, the proviso being that if 
a juror be drawn at the same time from both 
boxes, he should serve as a grand jurorand 
somebody else should be drawn asa traverse 
juror in his place. 

Mr. Terrell said that the only effect of the 
bill was to give litigants who tried causes and 
the state and defendant in criminal cases the 
benefit of the entire body of the county. He 
was sure thatsuch a system wonld inure to 
the benefit of any community, and he cited the 
law to show that justices of the peace under 
the present law, authorized as they were, to 
draw their juries from both boxes, might get 
better juries than in the superior court. The 
only expresed opposition was from Senator 
Gill, who made the point that the names 
of grand jurors being in both boxes 
the citizen so favored bad twice 
the chance of being drawn 
as the juror who was vag | in one box. The 
answer to that by Judge O'Neal was that no 
man was required to serve more than four 
weeks in the year, and it, of course, added 
nothing in counties where the court held one 
week, and very little where it sat two or more 
weeks. The bill passed easily by 25 to 5.

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, July 2.—The advices today from 
abroad were not encouraging, and the stock market 
met with another setback in the shape of a further ex- 
port of gold to the amount of $600,009. Trading is still 
almost purely professional, and this at a time when 
many confidently expected to see a better state of 
affairs in the street, is particularly discouraging. 
The outside conditions are as favorable as expected, 
but the foreign situation, even though there appears 
to be adisposition to support the weakening houses 
there, remains as a menace to the stability of prices, 
and seems to be the principal check to operations in a 
speculative line here. The shipment of gold was a 
most effective factor on the bear side today, and the 
trading element no longer hesitated to sell the leading 
stocks short, Burlington, St. Paul, Atchison, Rich- 
mand and West Point and Lackawanna being spe- 
cially conspicuous for the impression made upon their 
figures. The selling pressure brought more activity; 
which, however, was confined almost entirely to the 
few stocks mentioned, and, while there was noticed 
an increased tendency to trade in the low-priced 
shares,such transacticns resulted in no important 
movement. The market was firm at the opening, but 
the traders sold Burlington and a few others, aided by 
some foreign sales, and fractional losses were scored 
in all the leading stocks in the early trading. Avery 
promising rally from these prices was in progress when 
the announcement of the exportof gold was made, 
and stocks bought in for short account were thrown 
over immediately and newlines put out all along the 
line, so that before the delivery hour most of the 
prominent shares were down about 1 per cent, and 
Burlington, which bore the brunt of the pressure, 
nearly 2 per cent. The most demoralizing spectacle of 
the day, however, was to see East Tennessee first pre- 
ferred sell at 44, and on the maturing of 200 shares de- 
cline to 42. The late trading was marked by a sharp 
decline in Silver Certificates to 99, but the stock list, 
under the influence of covering, rallied fractionally; 
and most of the shares were brought up to within a 
shade of Saturday’s figures. The close, however, was 
again heavy at zlose to the lowest prices. The final 
changes generally show large fractional losses for 
most of the leading shares, while Burlington is off 15, 
Jersey Central 1, and Silver Certificates 1½, while 
most of the stocks show only insignificant losses for 
the day. The sales of listed stocks aggregated 121,000 
shares ; unlisted, 4,000 shares.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Europe was a considerable 
buyer of our stocks at the opening, taking about eight 
thousand shares. Still this was not enough to affect 
the nervous feeling which was brought about by 
further engagements of $600,000 in gold for shipment to 
Europe by Messrs. Lazard Freres. So many theories 
have been advanced about these shipments lately that 
we wish to give a detailed account of the transactions. 

The Bank of France is willing to import any quantity 
of gold on the deposit and issue notes against the same 
and lend this money to bankers depositing gold at a 
rate of 10 per cent perannum. They can use money 
as long as they desire as it is a clear gain without any 
expense to the Bank of France. The gold so deposited 
is not, of course, the property of the Bank of France 
but only held as collateral for notes in circulation. 
Bankers here buy sixty days’ exchange at a small frac- 
tion below gold-importing figures which shows, there- 
fore, that bankers making this trade expect to reimport 
this same gold at some future day, thereby making a 
small commission and covering their bills drawn 
against the shipment. This mode of finance has never 
been worked before and the Bank of France is pioneer 
in the situation. Statistics of exports issued today 
show very favorably, with an increase of about three 
million five hundred thousand over last year. Our 
imports on the other hand are falling off and within 
the past two weeks we have imported at this port alone 
nearly five million less than the same period last year. 
Fifty-five thousand pounds of foreign gold will arrive 
here this week consigned to Heidelback, Eickelheimer 
& Co. This only goes to show that we are doing busi- 
ness on a cash basis with the whole world and that 
people are getting unnecessarily cautious. This is in 
itself a bull argument and will work out that way at 
the end. 

The market this evening was much stranger owing 
to the covering up of some short contracts which had 
been put out in the early session. The closing prices 
are, as a rule, higher than those of Saturday except 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, which was ham- 
ered all day on account of another bearish article 
which appeared in yesterday morning’s papers. A 
dividend of 2 per cent was declared on other incomes 
from earnings for the year. This on a short corn crop, 
and it is to be expected that they can earn their full 
5 per cent if the corn crop turns out what it promises 
to be at present.

MEMPHIS, July 20.—The regular monthly crop re- 


port for the Memphis district, to be published by Hill, 


Fountaine & Co., will say: “The weather during the 
month has in the main been favorable for cotton, and 
230 out of 346 correspondents report it much more 
favorable than last year. The plant under these fa- 
vorable conditions has greatly improved since our 
June report, and crops are generally reported in good 
condition. There are some complaints, however, in 
sections of Tennessee of lack of moisture, where both 
cotton and corn are suffering. Stands throughout the 
district are, in the main, good, and a large majority of 
our correspondents report the plant as forming, 
blooming and boliing well. Arkansas has the bright- 
est prospects for both cotton and corn, and reports 
from that state are exceptionally fine. The condition 
of the growing cotton crop up to the date of receiving, 
our replies was good and much better than last year 
at the same period, although in some sections in all of 
the four states the plant is reported smaller. A com- 
parison with last year shows that 186 report it in bet- 
ter condition, eighty-eight not so good, and seventy- 
two about the same. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that the plant is still susceptible to many 
damaging influences, and no estimate can be made 
now as to even the probable outcome of the cotton 
erop. The outlook for corn was never brighter, and 
the indications point to the largest yield of this cereal 
in the history of this section.“

Dr. Chappell, of Laurens, had risen to ask 
the gentleman from Richmond a question, but 
the gentleman declined to yield.

Dr. Chappell Again‘ 

„Mr. Speaker,“ said Dr. Chappell, as Mr. 
Fleming concluded, 'the gentleman from 
Richmond has seen proper to undertake an in- 
vidious comparison of myself and General 
Toombs. I know full well, sir, there is a wide 
gulf between the standing of Toombs, myself 
and the gentleman from Richmond. But, sir, 
I fear not to criticise any man who made so 
fatal and disastrous a mistake as did General 
Toombs. Sir, when the young men of the 
south were wading in blood, death and desola- 
tion, the gentleman from Richmond was 
wearing his bibs; and he knows but little of 
his ideal hero, whom he delights to quote, 
save the bright side of his history which he 
has read. My experience, sir, under Toomb's 
teaching, taught me to thing for myself and 
not take as a matter of fact any opinion, 
though it might emanate from my friend from 
Richmond.”’ 

This ended the discussion. One result of 
the senate’s action was thata resolution was 
introduced in the house by Mr. Ryals, of 
Chatham, to request the senate to 
appoint a conference committee 
in regard to the reapportion- 
ment of the senatorial districts.

What Will Be Done With the Bill? 

The bill as introduced by Mr. Fleming is 
now on the clerk’s desk in the house awaiting 
the action of that body. The best course 
seemed to be to refer it toa joint committee 
as it more nearly concerned the senate, but 
since the defeat of the resolution by 
the senate the above question arises. 

The house can refer it to one of its own com- 
mittees or let it remain where it is. If referred 
to one of these committees, recommended favor- 
ably and passed, there would still be doubts in 
regard to what its fate might be before the 
other branch of the general assembly. For the 
present it will probably lie where it is. 


Other Matters in the House. 

After the reading of the house journal, Mr. 
Whitfield, of Baldwin, asked conseut to have 
the bill introduced by Mr. Wright, of Effing- 
ham, taken up and put on its passage, The 
bill provides for the protection of property 
owners by preventing outsiders from hunting 
or fishing on their lands; and the consent be- 
ing given, the bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

The clerk then proceeded with the call of 
the roll of counties for the introduction of new 
matter. 

The Farmers Want It. 

Since the bill to exempt from taxation all 
farm products while in the hands or the pro- 
ducer has been reported back unfavorably by 
the committee to which it was referred, meas- 
ures have been taken to get a similar law cn 
the statutes. The farmers want such a one, it 
seems, for a bill was introduced on yesterday, 
by Heard of Elbert, toexempt from taxation 
cotton during the year following the year in 
which it was grown. Itissaid that this was 
the intention of the first bill. 

For the Confederate Children’s School. 

Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, introduced a bill 
which provides for an appropriation of $4,000 
to aid in the building of the Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Children’s Industrial school, for the 
whole south. This school isan important in- 
stitution. It will be located at Springville, 
Ala., and appropriations will be made for it 
by all the southern states. 

The Longest Bill. 

The longest bill which has been before the 
house this session, or perhaps for many a year, 
was introduced on yesterday by Mr. Whitfield, 
of Baldwin. Theclerk heaveda long sigh when 
he saw the mighty manuscript approaching 
the desk, almost hiding the page who 
bore it. A broad smile appeared on the coun- 
tenance of the other clerk, who had just fin- 
ished the bill which had fallen to his lot. 

The bill was one to amend, revise and 
alter the several acts of the charter 
of the city of Milledgeville, covered about 
fifty pages of legal cap, contained sixty-three 
sections, and required nearly three-quarters 
of an hourto read it. 

The Land-Scrip Fund. 


A resolution introduced by Mr. Hand, of 
Baker, which provides that a committee of 
three members from the house and two from 
the senate be appointed to investigate how the 

roceeds of land-scrip fund have been expended 
pitherto, and what is the present statas of that 
fund, was . The reason assigned for 
the resolution is that it is believed that the 
land scrip has not yielded in Georgia the re- 
sults which were re ly to be expected, 
and that other states have achieved better re- 
sults from the fund.

The reading of bills for the third time was 
then taken up. 

A substitute was offered by Mr. Hogan,from 
Lincoln, for the bill to amend section 4562 of 
the code 4 97 out the words “after sun- 
set“ and before sunrise“ wherever they occur 
and substituting between August Ist and De- 
cember 20th, and also to substitute after the 
words “to deliver,“ the words without con- 
sent of owner of Jand whereon said seed cot- 
tou was produced. Motion was made to re- 
commit the bill and substitute to the commit- 
tee on general agriculture, and Mr. Atkinson, 
of Columbia, author of the bill, not objecting, 
it was so disposed of. 

They Will Have Time to Rest. 

Hereafter, provided the senate concurs in 
the action of the house, the railroad men will 
be allowed to work only twelve hours, and 
between working periods they may have a rest 
of at least ten hours. It also prevents the 
making of contracts with railroad men for 
longer working periods. The penalty for 
violation of this law is from fifty to five hun- 
dred dollars. It passed the house by the req- 
uisite majority, and awaits the action of the 
senate. 

Other Bills Passed. 

Mr. Whitfield’s bill to require all pro- 
prietors of public gins to provide and keep 
daily records of their work excited some little 
discussion, and the venerable member from 
Laurens was again heard from. Mr. Whit- 
field stated the object of the bill, and after a 
third reading it passed, by yeas, 95; nays, 36. 

The bill by Mr. Matthews, of Montgomery, 
to provide for the registration of legal voters 
in Montgomery county, was passed. 

Also a bill by Mr. Coffey, of Towns, to pro- 
vide for the creation of a commissioner of 
roads and revenues in the county of Towns. 

Also two bills by Mr. Clifton, of Chatham, 
one to amend the charter of the City and 
Suburban railroad, of Savannah, Ga,, and the 
other to amend the charter of the Coast-Line 
Railroad Company, of Savannah. 


The Colored Member Heard From. 


Next in order was the bill of Mr. Johnson, 
of Appling, which provides for the equal ac- 
commodations of the two races by the rail- 
roads, and makes it compulsory for the whites 
and blacks to remain in the cars which are as- 
signed to them by the company. 

Mr. Johnson explained the purpose of the 
bill, and stated that its object was to prevent 
these little riots which are too often occurring 
on the trains, and several of which have re- 
sulted seriously. He requested and insisted 
on the passage ofthe bill, as it was a measure 
which would benefit both races. 

It seems that the colored member, Craw- 
ford, from McIntosh, is violently opposed to 
any such measure, which he regards as an un- 
just discrimination against his race. He rose on 
yesterday to speak against the bill. He said 
in substance: 

The railroads would not give equal accom- 
modations if this act were to become a law, 
and as long as I buy a first-class ticket I 
have a right to such accommodations, 
whether I am considered below the 
other race or not. I speak with all 
due respect to the members of the house and 
to the railroads. The railroads sell us a first- 
class ticket and then put us into cars where 
white men come and smoke, use all kinds of 
indecent language, drink whisky out of the 
water cups, and they call this first-class pas- 


sage. 

Just here the liour for adjournment had ar- 
rived and the eloquence of the colored mem- 
ber was hushed by the speaker’s gavel. He 
took his seat, however, saying, I'II give em 
the rest tomorrow.”’ 


Matters with the Finance Committee. 


The bills coming up for consideration before 
the committee on finance seem to be the most 
general and important before the house. Col- 
onel W. A. Huff, chairman of the committee, 
said on yesterday, in regard to its work: 

Wo will consider the matter of the Confed- 
erate Veterans’ home ;tomorrow. What will 
be done in regard to the bill it is hard to say, 
as the sentiment of the house, so far as ex- 
pressed, seems to be pretty evenly divided. 
On Thursday we take up the insurance 
bill, and will endeavor to formulate a more 
satisfactory measure; and at the first meeting 
next week we will consider the railroad tax 
bill. It has been asked, if the decision of the 
supreme court held in all cases, what the state 
will do for funds from October to January. 
The decision-seems to be a just one, as it gives 
railroads the same rights as individuals, and if 
there should at any time be a deficit, I suppose 
it would have to be remedied by temporary 
loans, which the governor has the authority to 
contract.“

That Was the Extent of the “Lanacy” Con- 
_  traetedfby Henry Adams in the 
County Jail. 


Henry Adams, of Lumpkin, didn’t go crazy 
in Fulton county jail, or from the effects of 
being in jail, as stated in a special from Dahl- 
onega. 

There is a story about Henry and his term in 
jail. 

The story was published in Tux ConstTITU- 
TION at the time. But the special from 
Dahlonega tells the strangest part of the story, 
and that is that Henry's wife should now 
charge him with vagrancy, and his neighbors 
bring him in under that charge, when 
the records in the United States court 
indicate that for years they have recognized 
that his mind was unballanced. 

Had Adams been of sound mind he bid fair 
to become a dead-beat on the government in- 
stead of a vagrant in Lumpkin. 

It happened in this way: 

On October 9, 1889, under a charge of violat- 
ing the revenue law by retailing whisky with- 


out license he was brought before the United 


States district court. 

When the case was called the prisoner arose 
and said he was guilty. Judge Newman sen 
tenced him to two months’ imprisonment and 
a fine of $100, At the time nothing was said 
about the condition of the man’s mind, and 
with other prisoners he was taken to the 
jail, Here everything went well until the 
time came for the prisoner to be discharged. 

To get out itis necessary for the person to 
be discharged if he is unable to pay the fine to 
make an affidavit that he is not worth $20 
above the homestead. 

Adams was sent for by Commissioner 
Faller to take the oath of a poor convict 
and go his way. Before leaving the jail he 
borrowed a Bible, and when he came before 
the commissioner it was with the holy book 
under his arm. 

He was asked if he had any property, and 
replied that he had eight children and a few 
scanty articles of household furniture, 

“Hold up your hand,” said the commis- 
sioner. 

But Adams wouldn’t hold up. 

It was then explained to him thatif he was 
conscientious about swearing, he could aflirm, 
the law requiring one or the other. He 
declined to do either, saying the 
book he held was the highest law, and that 
Paul said, “swear not.“ 

Under the law nothing could be done but to 
send him back to jail, 

Every few days the commissioner would 
send for him, but to no purpose. Finally the 
matter was called to the attention of the 
judge. 

In the meanwhile, however, ex-District At- 
torney Henry P. Farrow had had his attention 
called to the case, and certified that an investi- 
gation showed that Adams was subject to 
fits of lunacy, and that in April 
preceding the sentence he had been so 
insane that he fled to the mountains, and his 
neighbors had turned out in a body to look for 
him. A certificate from a large number of his 
neighbors that he was demented at times was 
also filed. 

Judge Newman directed an examination by 
the government’s physician. Dr. Henry Bak 
made the examination and certitied that 
Adams was suffering with a mental disorder, 
resulting in religious ecstasy. 

The judge then suspended the judgment, 
and Henry was told to go his way without 
oath or aftirmation. 


THROWN..FROM A HORSE. 


Mr. J. D. Sommers Badly Hurt Yesterday 
Afternoon. 

Mr. J. D. Sommers happened to a painful 
and almost fatal accident yesterday afternoon. 

He is now resting quietly at his home on 
South Pryor street. 

Yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock, Mr. Som- 
mers, who works at D. L. Stamp’s, attempted 
to ride a Texas pony that had only been ridden 
afew times. It was at the corner of South 
Broad and Hunter streets that he made the 
attempt. 

Hardiy had he mounted when the animal 
reared back, throwing Sommers to the street 
ani itself falling down. 

Sommers was knocked senseless by the fall. 
He was carried into the office of Mr. Small, 
and physicians were sent for. Drs. Divine, 
Dancan and Hood arrived in a few mo- 
ments. 

They found a bad gash on the back of the 
man’s head, and a bad bruise on the spine. 
No bones were broken. 

He was carried to hishome and there an- 
other examination was made. The physicians 
concluded that the injuries were painful and 
bad, but not very serious. However, it will 
probably be two or three weeks before the in- 
jured man will be out.

SUBURB.

The projectors of the new residence town— 
Manchester—have already. commenced work. 
The ground for the Georgia Military institute 
has been selected and work will begin in a 
very short time. The grammar school for both 
sexes will be located just a few hundred yards 
to the west of the institute.
